One iH'cil not itp surpristMl at anytliiiig 
that happens in Kusbia. Xlie other even- 
ing, while siiioliinga cigar with on« of my 
old friends, who has seen, read and tiav- 
eled a great deal, J was told of an incident 
which occurred some forty years ago at 
Novgorod, quite as sinister as tliat which 
recently occurred at iSmargon, when a 
population of raging madriien ^nnff little 
children into a bhizing fire, and revele<l 
at the sight of the poor little bodies writii- 
ing like viue-stenis upon thebla/ang coals. 
But in the narrative 1 ain a>)otit to relate 
there was no race hatred or religioas pas- 
sion for a motive. 

The Colonel of a certain Russian re;.'i- 
inent, ferociously tyranical, and, I may 
say, merciless toward his soldiers, was in 
the habit of treating his human flock like 
a pack of Idutes. Ills discipline witii the 
knout ; sentencing men to wiiipping for 
having une bntton, insnfRciently polished; 
whi]»ping a non commissioned otricei" for 
one stain on his cloak; strikinj^ veterans 
of Borodino in the face for saluting too 
slowly; sending poor wretches toSiberia for 
giving too free an answer. In short, dni- 
the laj)se of years, this Colonel had made 
himself so detested by his men that he 
reai»ed a frightful vengeance from the 
seeds of hatred he had sown. 

One morning during parade he sadden- 
ly saw tile otf from the re^^iment a com[)any 
of soldiers bearing instead of muskets, 
those long rods which cut deeply into the 
Mash at every blow. 

Nevertheless he had given no orders. 
Their was no soldiers to chastise.

The Telephone in (Germany and France. 

So far back as November, 1877 (ac- 
oording to a recent atatement hj Hen 
tJDger), did the German postal and tele- 
graph authorities begin the use of the 
telephone in small places ; aiid there 
are now 1,280 ench teiepboii« offloee is 
the country. The public was slow to 
adopt the telephone for local traffic iu 
large towns. MtiMhausen was the first 
to act, and a few montba later, in April 
last year, telephone traffic -was beguu in 
Berlin with eighty-seven f>abt>cribers. 
The nnmbef of oonYenations b^ tele- 
phone in Berlin is now increasing by 
lrtx>iit 6,000 a month. Telephone sys- 
tems are now at work iu Hamburg, 
Frankfort, Breslaa, Cologn«, and Mann- 
heim; and m Altona, Barmon, E.b.^r- 
field, Hanover, Leipsio, Magdeburg, 
Btettin, Htnwbnrg, Bremen attdl>reHden 
tiiey are contempleted. In the fir^t 
seven towns the telepVone wires have 
reached a total length of 3,147 kilometers 

. (sav 1,906 miles). Berlin comes first 
witli 1,554 kilom tors, then come Ham- 
biug with 911 kilometers ; Breslau, w.th 
900 kilometers; Frankfort and Mann- 
heim each with 163 kilometers; Muhl- 
bauEen, with 87 kilometers ar.d Cologne 
with 09 kilometers. Tiie total number 
of applicants in these seven towns in the 
end of December uas 1,091. and the 
number increases every week. 1,413 
bad been put in commnnioation ; Berlin 
had 068 and Hamburg 623 applicants. 
There are three ceiitral stations in 
Berlin, in Franzosische, Mau r, and 
Oranienbnrger streets r spectively. 
From data iu the first tlirje weeks in 
December, it appears that, ou an aver- 
age, 1,650 connections were made dailv 
(on the Sunday 720, 540, and 833). From 
12 to 1 is the buhiost time ; during that 
hour 150 connections ou an average were 
made in the office in FranEoaische 
atrasse, or Ave every two minutes. 
From 8 to 8 there is a bttle rest, and 
from 5 to 7 fresh activity. The tele- 
plione cham})ers in th# Exchange have 
double wiille, witn ashes, clay or saw- 
dust between ; the inner walls have in- 
terrening a layer of thick paste-board, 
then cott<m-covered felt ou frames, and 
on this the x)aper. These chambers 
answer very well and are much fre- 
quented. There are again public tele- 
phone rooms (nt present two in Berlin 
and cue in Hamburg,) into which one 
may enter and on payment of 60 pfennig 
(say 51). l ave five uiiimtes talk by 
telephoiie ^ith any one^wiioM bease or 
office is iu the system. Turning to 
France, we leim that the number of
